"We talk much about our nat- 
ural resources, and we invite all 
the world to come and live with 
us because we have good air and 
cood water and good timber and 
coal and iron under the ground — 
in other words, because God has 
been generous to the land. Well, 
the liiiili IB, tiie land was really 
riciier when the Indians held it 
than it is now ; and tUe water was 
just aa good, the air waa jnst as 
pure, and there were more for- 
ests and more iron and coal than 
there are now. For that matter, 
there are uinlcvi'kipc'! icuiun-; in 
South America that have many 
natural advantagea even over the 
great and varied natnral advan- 
tages of our State. 

*^This program of sheer depend- 
ence on Nature. It implies the 
the old conception of education, 
the old conception of wealth-cre- 
,ii.i„n- f..r ihta|fpfi account, o r 
little account, of the part that 
men play in making wealth. 
Within roasoatjlo limits, it mat- 
ters little what ^iature has done 
for a country. If yon take any 
land in the temperate zone and 
put well-trained men there, the 
land will turn out to be all right. 
What did Nature do for Holland, 
which is the most densely peo- 
pled country of Europe, and one 
of the most thrifty and happy? 
Nature uveiduwed it with the tiea, 
and man had to reclaim the ve- 
ry soil he Uvea on. I know a part 
of our own country poorer in nat- 
ural resources than almost any 
other part, and yet the people 
who live there make more kinds 
of useful and beautilul things 
than tbe same number of people 
make anywiiere else in Anierica 
and more of them are rich or well- 
to-do than the t>eople in any oth- 
er part of the country. And ed- 
ucation engages as larj^e a part of 
tbe population as any ether sin- 
gle industry, and there is as much 
money spent on school-bouses and 
their equipment and on libiaries 
as is spent in the eqaipnttt of 
any single industry. 

"While natural reaonroea count 
for much, the community where 
,the people are trained to profit- 
able industry is tbe commnnity 
to which other men go to live, and 
they will go from all parts of the 
world. After the first pioneer 
settlements are made, it is train- 
ed men that attract men rather 
than natural resources. The right 
training of men is a better thing 
than the bounty of Nature itself. 
Nature alone never made prosper- 
ona 8tatea.*'<7->Walter H. Page.
